Nuclear Treaty 
Problems Loom 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For­ 
eign Minister Willy Brandt is 
expected to tell President John­ 
son today it wiU be difficult for 
West Germany to sign a nuclear 
nonproliferation 
treaty unless 
non-nuclear nations are allowed 
to use atomic energy for peace­ 
ful purposes. 
Brandt’s warning, diplomatic 
sources advised, represents the 
growing uneasiness of a number 
of 
industrialized, 
non-nuclear 
countries. The list, it is sug­ 
gested, includes Sweden, Swit­ 
zerland. 
Italy, 
India, Japan, 
Israel and perhaps one or two 
Latin-American nations. 
Brandt, 53, who arrived Tues­ 
day, planned to eau on Johnson 
late this aiternoon after talks 
with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Undersecretary of State 
Nicholas Katzenbach and presi­ 
dential advisor Walt W. Rostow’. 
He also is scheduled to meet 
with Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey. 
This is the first Washington 
visit of the Socialist leader since 
he became foreign minister and 
vice chancellor in West Germa­ 
ny’s new coalition government. 
He was a frequent visitor here 
during his nine years as mayor 
of West Berlin. 
West Germany’s reservations 
about the treaty have been 
spelled out by Brandt and oth­ 
ers in public speeches, and 
Brandt put them rn a memoran­ 
dum to Rusk last week. 
The United States insists that 
the treaty’s effectiveness would 
be reduced greatly and possibly 
elimmated if it dfferentiated 
between 
nuclear experiments 
for peaceful and nonpeaceful 
purposes. But at the same time 
U.S. officials privately acknowl­ 
edge that there is some logic in 
Brandt’s argument.

views, there is general beUef 
here that the Germans and oth­ 
er critics eventually will sign if 
tile Geneva Disarmament Con­ 
ference agrees on such a treaty 
when it convenes Feb. 21.

T h e 
pessimists wonder whether it is 
possible to recruit good teach­ 
ers who will be willing to stick 
with retarded classes in t h e 
slums. 
Here, in Providence, there is 
a remarkable Dominican priest, 
Father George McGregor, who 
thinks he has the answer to the 
problem of upgrading slum ed­ 
ucation. He and a group that is 
described locally as the “ m er­ 
ry band of friars” run a com­ 
puter center at Providence Col­ 
lege. They have ben experi­ 
menting with something that ia 
called “computer assisted in­ 
struction,” which goes by t h a 
acronym of CAI. 
Father McGregor, a man with 
a mission, got into the business 
of utilizing the computer to 
solve s o c i a l problems back 
in 1962, when he started to train 
unemployed 
and 
“ underem­ 
ployed” victims of automation 
for new jobs in computer pro­ 
gramming. To date he has plac­ 
ed 278 displaced people in new 
positions as programmers, ei­ 
ther locally or in federal agon 
des in 
Washington. 
But tile 
“ merry friars” of the Provid­ 
ence College computer center 
have a hankering to prove their 
contention that the computer is 
the answer to teaching back 
ward and mentally retarded pu­ 
pils. 
“We want to get tile compute 
I cr into basic education,” says 
Father McGregor. “A well-pro­ 
grammed computer is 
much 
more patient than most teach 
ers.” 
Father McGregor speaks of 
“ Conversations” 
between the 
computer and the student. This 
is a rather mystifying concept 
of a l a y m a n . But the point 
is that a computer can be pro­ 
grammed by a “ logical and im­ 
aginative” teacher to present 
material in the Three B’s bi a 
way that will not p e r m i t a 
student to escape until he has 
come up with the correct an­ 
swer. The machine evaluates 
answers and tells tile erring 
student why he is wrong. 
It 
keeping a f t e r him until he is 
right, or until a teacher on the 
other side of a glass panel can 
be flagged to come in and make 
a correction. 
The student gives the 
an 
swers by writing with a magnet­ 
ic pencil on a cathode ray tube 
at the top of an electric type­ 
writer. When he makes a mis­ 
take the computr will say. “Try 
it again.” There can bi* no goof­ 
ing off and no bluffing the com­ 
puter. As Father McGregor puts 
it, “ the child is alive all t h e 
time.” 
What Father McGregor would 
like to see is a wide program of 
instruction for his home state 
of R h o d e Island, with schools 
in twenty towns linked by tele­ 
phone circuit to 
the 
Provi­ 
dence College computer center. 
He has been training twenty vo­ 
cational teachers in tile art of 
shaping up class materials for 


use in basic remedial work. But 
the project could be pushed into 
the elementary grades. A big 
project would, necessarily, in­ 
volve an investment in equip­ 
ment, for electrical typewrit­ 
ers and cathode ray tubes do not 
come cheap. But Father Mc­ 
Gregor insists that it would pay 
off by its capacity for grabbing 
the attention of even the m o s t 
backward student, who would, 
of c o u r s e, be allowed to de­ 
velop at his own pace until he 
had mastered the curriculum. 
F a t h e r McGregor doesn’t 
think he is dealing in dreams. At 
the Brentwood School in Palo 
Alto, California, computer as­ 
sisted instruction is already a 
reality. And Providence C o I - 
lege and the medical school at 
Harvard 
University are just 
about to start collaboration on 
a computer - taught course bi 
pathology. Second • year med­ 
ical students will answer ques­ 
tions propounded by tape re­ 
corders and typewriters bi Cam­ 
bridge. The answers will go by 
telephone linkage to the com­ 
puter center in Providence for 
instant evaluation, and for quick 
return to the Cambridge class­ 
room. 
If the Harvard instruction 
goes well, the “ merry friars” 
will be on their way.

Test Succeeds 


WATERTOWN. S.D. (AP) - 
A test of the largest flower grid 
ever devised is humming along 
today, showing that the electric­ 
al power systems of the United 
States can be linked together 
coast to coast. 
East and West were Joined 
Tuesday at points in Montana 
and Nebraska under the direr 
tion of the Bureau of Reclania 
tion’s power substation at Wa 
tertoxvn. Included in the expert- 
mental interconnection arc ays 
toms in southeast and southwest 
Canada.

first day’s successful testing.

If there had been no war, the 
U.S.S.R. might have been dif­ 
ferent now, and the world also.

mere moderation. 


He had one policy: Progress 
for the U.S.S.R 
And it made 
progress, industrially and scien­ 


tifically. But the people paid the 


price 
in lives, sacrifices aud 
suppression. 


In 1966, Mao, 17 years after 
his Red Chinese took over main­ 
land China, began his rampage 
against some of his old asso­ 
ciates and the new bureaucracy. 
Revisionists, 
he 
called 
them, 
which is another word for reac­ 
tionaries. 
This is what he called the So­ 
viets, to explain his break with 
them. 
If he wins, with his primitive 
concepts of organizing a nation, 
ho will set China back but that 
cannot last long. He is 73. 
There is a difference between 


Mao and Stalin seldom men­ 
tioned. While Stalin shot his foes 


and rivals, reports from China 


do not tell of executions as the 
solution to differences of opin­ 
ion. At least, not vet. 


When Mao fades or dies, pro­ 
vided he wins now, those closest 
to him may, like Stalin’s lieu­ 
tenants after his death, repudi­ 
ate him and seek a more flexi­ 
ble, modern nation. If they try 
to continue his rigid policies, 
there may be a revolution by 
the anti-Maoists who have wait­ 
ed for the chance. 


That his extreme policies can­ 
not continue indefinitely seems 
sure. Like Stalin. Mao was an 


original revolutionary with all 
that means in obsession, with an 


ideology and search for power, 
self-discipline and self-sacrifice, 
and total dedication. 


Both men were fanatics. 
But the newer generations of 
i Chinese, 
lacking 
the 
revolu­ 
tionary experience, cannet help 
I viewing 
the 
world 
and 
their 
homeland 
a 
little 
differently. 
Further, like the Soviet genera­ 
tions which emerged after the 
Bolshevik revolution, the new 
Chinese have a growing sense of 
.secu rity in jobs, homes, or par­ 
ty positions. 


The penniless, drifting revolu­ 
tionaries had nothing to lose hut 


their lives. Their successors do. 
This makes for more reluctance 


to risk drastic changes or possi­ 
ble 
loss 
through 
internal 
upheavals 
or. 
perhaps, 
war. 
When 
that 
happens, 
ideology 
becomes a little more second­ 
ary. 


For example: The U.S.S.R.’s 
present leaders, in control of a 
vastly developed homeland, will 
think twice before losing every­ 
thing in an atomic war. 


In time, the Chinese can be 
expected to do the same. But in 
the end all this may he some­ 
thing 
less 
than 
an 
unmixed 


j blessing for the West. 
If the new Chinese patch up 


| their quarrel with the Soviets, 
and the two Communist giants 
become solid allies, it. will be a 
nightmare power bloc for the 
West.
